N0 DODGING ON BALLOT EEFORM.
There is already s poticeable disposition
on the part of some lending politicians, of
boih parties, in this State to evade the
promises of ballot reform, so distinetly made
during the campaign lust fall. Sowme of the
leading organs, too, are trumping up obsta-
cles which they would have inferfere with
the fulfillment of these pledges. Beside the
natural sotipathy of the “practical™ politi-
cians to a secret ballot there may be seen the
purtisan Jear, that, if the reform is accom-
plished, one partyor the other will get the
greater part of the credit. Some of the ultra
portisan politiciaus even object to an equal
division of the honors between a Republican
legisisture and a Democratic executive.
Toth parties stand unequivocally pledged
to a reform of the vouing system which shall
secure an absolutely secret ballot, There 15
no dodging the plain duty the men elected
on these principles owe to the voters who
elected them. And if there is crodis to be
guined by the passage of the necessary
measures, it is well to remember there is
infamy to be gained by failure to redeem
these distinet pledges. In the light ot the
recent election the independent voter must
be acoredited with the clearesi diserimina-
tion in matters of publie policy, and a will-
inguess to carry itout to itsdogieal conelu-
sion. It may, therefore, be taken for granted
that if there is any needless delay about
mensures to secure this vital reform the
guilty party will be fully punisbed, even
with an open, muarked ballot
The objection has been raised that, while
Jie Constituticn requires the numbering of
e ballots, no law can be passed that will
cure the desired end—a seeret ballot;
at, therefore, there is no use passing any law
til after the Constitution shall have beeg
swended, This view is erronecus, The
rts bhave decided that an amendment of
thi: Constitation repeals any law that is in
ifliet with sueh amendment or any part of
saly law in conflict, and only such part as
does confliel with the amendment. Hence,
the proper weasure may be passed at ooce,
including the provision lor numbering the
pallots, The Constitution ean be amended

burden on the Legislature. Members of that
body of the same political faith as the Gor-
ernor eannot consistently oppose these meas-
ures. Apd inssmuch as the mojority party
in the Legislature is equally pledged to the
reform, it will serve its best interests by
fathering the pecessary bills to be enacted.
Unless 1t does it may be & minority party at
the pext session, while the executive is yer
vested in Democratic hands. In truth, this
is no partisan matter, and the voters of the
Commonwealth want no peanut volities.

PETROLEUM AND THE FUEL QUESTION.

Experiments in the use of petroleum for
fue! in rolling mills snd glass works are
surrounded with great interest to both man-
ufacturers and oil producers. The former
have the hope of developing a fuel equal in
reliability to gas and free from the dirt and
inconveniences of coal; the producers have
the vision before them of an indefinite en-
largement of the market jor their produoct
in the crude form. Add to this the direct
and pecuniary difference to the commurity
at large of freedom from coal smoke, if an
economic foel gas can be developed, and
few experiments ean be suggested which in-
volve greater interest 1o a community than
that of oil fuel, or any other practicable
fuel gas, does for this city.

Of the probable economic success of the
processes now under test & more expert
opinion then can be given in these columns,
at present would be necessary. Better
than either will be the result of actnal
working tests. But it is periinent to make
one suggestion with regard to results which
have been pretiy well established. It is
stated as a relisble proportion, by processes
alreadydested, that two and a half barrels of
oil can furnish an effective beat equal to a
ton of coal. The latter processes are seek-
ing the very desirable object of materially
reduciog that proportion. This makes oil at
80 cents, for fuel, equal tocoal at 8 cents
per bushel; at 75 cents equal to coal at 714
cents, agd soon. Whilethizdoes not offer any
econom# on the cost of coal delivered at the
mills, ii wholesale lots, it is a question
whether, when the cost of stoking and tak-
ing away the ashes is inciuded, o1l at 70 or
75 cents-might not be preferable in our mills
to coal at the usual price.

Indeed, we understand that this point is
generally mognilgd by the manufacturers,
but when that is conceded another difficulty
arises in the well-known volatility of the
crpde petrolenm market, The mill man
says: I would fit up my farnaces for burn-
ing oil if I conld be sure of & steady supply
of fuel &t the 70 or 75-cent rate. Bont what
assurante is there that when I have done
that, and sn increased demand for petro-
leum from similar establishments ensues,
that the price will not advance to a dollar
or more? Thizs means that I must either
submit to an increased cost of 60 to 75 cents
and wpward per ton of finished iron or steel,
or that I must lose the exnense of changing
my fuinaces from coal to oil and baeck
again., ‘This by no means unfounded objee-
tion shows the pertinence of the suggestion,
that the oil producers might find.it advan-
tageous to guarantee that price on a stated
portion ‘of their production for a term of

years,
The producers need to do two things
in order to relieve the present

situation of its onerous features; first, to
bring in competing purchasers for their
product; and second, to enlarge the con-
sumptign of erude petrolenm. If they can
do thisthere is no doubt that the demand
for ililuminating purposes could cause a rise
in the market, with any resort to the hazard-.
ous and costly device of arbitrary restric-
tion. Here we have an opportunity to de-
velop the pew demand snd bring in com-
peting fpurchasers; but unless the relstive
fuel values of conl and oil are changed by
improved processes, it must be at bottom
prices. But sappose the producers as s
body should agree that the mills of Pitts-
burg should have, say one-fifth of their pro-
duction for the next five years, at o T0-cent
rate, equal to perkagps 2,000,000 tons of coal.
Would'it not in the first place fix s price
below which the petroleum could not de-
cline; and would it not, in the second place,
by the consumption of just so much of the
supply, vastly dhhance the probability that
the other four-fifths of the production would
sell at enhaneed prices for illuminsting
purposes? .

Of course if Lima oil can be delivered in
Pittsburz more economically than Pennsyl-
vania erude, whatever is brought here could
be counted as filling the proposed guarantee
to the extent that the Western fuel comes
here, The necessity is to find some organ-
ization qualified to guarantee a certain price
to the mills that willtake hold of petrolenm.
It would be hard to find any body better
qualified or more interested in doing so than
the organizations of petrolenm producers.

Certainly any provosition which containg
the possibility of freeing Pittshurg from the
threatened return of smoke, and ot enlarging
the depressed market lor crude petroleum,
is worthy of thorough consideration and the
warmest hope ot the public that it may
prove to be practicable.

THE SPEAKERSHIP CONTEST,

There is no certainty yet as to who will be
Speaker of the House at Harrisburg this
winter. Candidates are numerous and each
hss s following, but none have enough to
elect. Such uncertainty so near the open-
ing of the seesion is quite s novelty, as tor
many years the matter has been practically
seitled long before the legislators began to
assemble at the eapital. The position wonld
have gone to Henry Hall, of Mercer, with-
out much opposition had he been re-elected,
but his failure leaves the matter wide open,
As matters now stand, Mr. Brooks, of Phil-
adelphbia, he of bigh license fame, has
the most votes pledged to him and looks
like thestrongest candidate. Bat this ap-
parent sirength mgay cause his defest by in-
epiring s combination agaivst him. This
danger is especially great because the slated
Speaker was 8 Western man and his prede-
cessor was from Mr. Brooks' town, Phila-
delpia. A combination might elect either
Burdick, of KeKear, Thompson, of Warren,
or Hays, of Venanpo. All being country
members, either wonld get considerable sup-
port from that element which opposes city
supremacy. Capp, of Lebanon, bas a con-
siderable following to belp him in as a com-
promise candidate. The caucus promises o
be more interesting and lively than nsual,

extracls from the minutes of *he annual

There is
pecessity for curtailing the trust combina-
tions and the other agencies for sucking the
blood out of the great industrial wealth
production of the country. :

London’s Fire Perlls.

On Wednksday, when the bulletins of the aft-
ernoon papers contained the alarming, though
rather vague, news of the big fire in London, a
man asked ma i I thought the entire city was
likely to be consumed. It did not seem very
probable to me that the immense collection of
cities, towns and viilages, covering perhaps 150
square miles, that is called London, conld mest
the fate of Chicago. The fact that the Thames
river divides London roughly into two parts
makes such a flery doom for the whole metrop-
olis well nigh impossible. But there are other
reasons, of course, in plenty. The absence of
frame houses, and of flimsy structures of brick
that are little bettor than wood in the face of &
conflagration, I8 a graat obatacle to the spread
of fire in London. When the London of Uharles
IL's time was burned, in 1608, frame houses
predominated. and she single bridge that
spanned the Tham es, London Bridge, with its
street of wooden houses, wasa train to carry
the fire to the south side Bf the river, although
in those days Southwark was bat little more
than a village. It wassingular how the Car-
penters’ Company kept control of the building
trade until the Great Fira set peopleto think-
ing about the inflammability of wood. Even
a8 late as 1650, but ten years bafore the Great
Flre, we find the Carpenters’ Company—which
may be ¢ompared in its genial influence and
control of the trade to oue of our trade umons
—memorializiog Parliament to prohibit the use
of stope and brick for baildings as
they humorously put it “the tymber bulldings
are more commodious for this city than brick.”
But after the fire Parllament made short work
of frame buildings, and the act which was
passed then forbidding the use of wood except
for floors, windows, doors and shop fronts, has
been practically in existemce ever since. The
rasult has been that in spite of parrpw streets
and a notoriously insufficient fire service Lop-
don has escaped widespread fires; although the
fire logses have been far heavier than ought to
e in a city of London’s wealth and civilization,

A feature of the fire in Victoria street the
other day, which the American correspondent
noted derigively, was the pumber of hand en-

which still encumuber the London fire
gade. Isee by a report of the London Fire
Department, publiseed in 1887, that it owned
theu 45 steam fire sugines and 78 six-inch man-
ual fire engines and 37 hand engines under six
inch. There have besn some improvements
made in the department since Captain Shaw,
its chief, visited America in 1887. but the hand
engines are still in the majority no doubt
Pittsburg has abont twenty-iwo steam fire en-
Rgines, or half as many as London, with, I sup-
pose, less than a tenth of the area to protect.
It is siogular tkatthe London fire insurance
companies and the merchants do not force the
authorities to remodel the fire service on the
American plan, The only particular to which
the Londoners can point with pride Is the per
sonel of the brigade. They are a very fine set
of men physically; picked men Invaziably from
the English navy—it beiog therule of the Lon-
don department to recruit their force with
sailors solely.

Dr. Koch's Lymph for Pittsburg.

It isprobably just as fortunate as not that
Pittsburg bas not shared in New York's ex-
perience with the sarliest Importations of Dr.
Koch's lymph. Grave doubts of the gerulne-
ness of the Iymph with which some of the New
York doctors have been experimenting are en-
tertained in medical circles here. At all events,
not enough is known of the origin of the
Iymph being used in the Eass as Dr. Koch's to
make it entirely dosirable. It may be asitis
claimed, the lymph made in Dr. Koch's labora-
tory, but at least it is not certain. Confirma-
tion of .the doubt comes in a letter from
Berlin, which reached Fltisburg this week,
lhlb‘ that Dr. Koch has not yet aathorized
the exportation of any lymph, Itis a fact also
that Pittsburg is assured of a supply of the
wonderfal fluld at the earliest possible date
consistent with safety. In this the assistance
of Mr. Andrew Carnegie has been invoked with
success, and when the lymph reaches Pittsburg
it will have come direct from Dr. Koch through
Minister Phelps and the State Department, It
is probable that the lymph will be glven a
fairer and safer trial in this city than any-
where else in the country, at latest in & few
weeks' time.

Attention is beiog drawn to the currency of
checks. The operations of the New York and
Chicago banks show that out of every $100 dis-
pensed only $go out in money, while $08 go
out i checks, Henbe, if the same ratio pre-
valls to even half the extent elsewhers, the
currency of checks is more than 5 fold greater
than the currency of bank bills, gold, silver or
silver dertificates

Here is an important factor in the financial
question and one which must command the
consideration of financiers in estimating the
bulk of the moneyed circulation, 1t is evident
that checks are currency, and that they displace
the volume of cash to the amount of their cir-
culation. The deposits on which they ars
based are not hoardea in the banks, but are
thrown ont in loans into the general ¢ tof
the circulating medium. The rela of
checks to commerce are, therefore, as im-
portant as the values in gold, silver and bank
notes, and the effect is to make the volume of
bona fide currepcy much greater than the
figures given in national financial reports.
